TRUNKS REVEAL RICHES 


That Jacob Foy Guthrie, the former school 
teacher, who at the lowest estimate stole 
$200 000 in property from south side man- 
sions, is mentally irresponsible is the firm 
belief of Capt. John Halpin of the detective 
bureau. 

A sober study of the peculiar operations 
of the amateur who was arrested on Satur- 
day eonvinces the policeman that the man 
he holds as the most important thief of yeers 
is a kleptomaniac. 

His opinion was strengthened yesterday by 
the word of Dr. Leslie W. Schwab of 4311 
Vincennes avenue, the Guthrie family phy- 
sician. The doctor has known the prigoner, 
who is 29 fears old, since his youth, and he 
asserted Guthrie ia periodically insane. 


Detective Yarns Turn Mind. 

“ Guthrie is an educated fool, wes the 
conclusion of the announcement by the doc- 
tor after 4 half hour’s conversation with 
the graduate of Armour institute at his cell. 

He has been a bookworm since child- 
hood,” the physician continued. “By the 
perusal of thrilling detective yarns he has 
fostered the mental condition which always 
has been apparent in him. ‘Condition’ is 
the only term I can use in describing his most 
peculiar characteristic. Hie condition is 
common, but takes different forms in vertous 
individuals, Thtre has been a streak of in- 
sanity in the Guthrie family. One member 
now is an inmate of a state hospital“ 

Im an effort to verify the convictions of 
Capt. Helpin and Dr. Schwab, Dr. John J 
Krone, an insanity expert, will examine 
Guthrie today.

Injury to His Spine. ' 

Guthrie's condition may be partially attrib- 
uted to an injury received fourteen years ago. 
He was knocked down by a runaway horse 
and his spine was hurt. Three of the verte- 
brae at about the middle of his back present 
an almost flat surface, as if the projections 
nad been broken off or crushed. To this day 
he ts unable to do hard manual labor without 
severe pain.

Bach of the nine trunks was packed with 
infinite care. The clothing wae wrapped and 
tied and Mbelee. Every inch of space in the 
trunks wag utilised. Small pasteboard boxes 
were crammed with small trinkets. There 
would be two or three gem set pins in a box 
made for one Jewel cases were filled level 
to the top, ? 

Guthrie stole indiscriminately, taking any- 
thing and everything just for the love of 
taking. After accumulating this vast store 
of valuabjes Guthrie hed no idea what to do 
with it.

New York Commission Says 
Consumer Pays Hugely 
for Distribution. 


FAVORS BIG RETAIL STORES 


New Tork. Aug. 4.—[Special.]—The com- 
mittee headed by William Church Osborn, 
which has been studying food prices and 
market facilities in the state, will make pub- 
lic its report tomorrow. It recommends to 
the legislature a few changes in city char- 
ters devised to give to the cities a better con- 
trol over their food supply and distribution 

This report is by a subcommittee of the 
larger state food investigating commission, 
called the committee on market prices and 
costs. 

The chief alm of the committee gas to 
determine how far the price of food has been 


raised to the consumer by poor methode 
of distribution . 


— 


there are too many retailers who are 
barely making a living because they buy in 
small quantities and sell to few customers. 
The evidence gathered by the committee 
shows that the eorner grocery is generally 
merely making a livelihood for his family. 

Great retail stores, capable of supplying 
from 25,000 to 30,000 persons. each store 
provided with ample storage facilities, both 
cold and général, would bring down the cost 
of food distribution te about 15 per cent 
without delivery and 20 per cent with de- 
livery, as against the cost of 2 to 30 per 
cent under the present system without de- 
livery and as high as 40 per cent with de- 
livery, 


uge Cost to Consumers. 

According to the estimates of this commit- 
tee, New York pays $150,000,000 a year for 
handling its food supply. After its investi- 
gations, hearings, and study of statistics, 
the committee estimates that the food sup- 
ply of New York costs at the transportation 
termina!s $350,000,000, and that it coets in the 
kitchens of the consumers $500,000,000. This 
great difference is charged chiefiy to hand- 
ling, and not to profite of middlemen. 

The most radical change suggested by the 
committee is the amendment of city charters 
to provide for each city a department of 
markets. This department, it is urged, 
should be put in direct charge of all the sani- 
tary and economic questions of the city’s 
food supply. It should publish dally accu- 
rate price liste for consumers to prevent ex- 
tortion. 


Auctions Not for Profit. 

It should supervise systematic auctions a 
places fixed by the city, where the whole- 
sale prices for each day would be fixed by 
supply and demand of every kind of food. 
Such auctions should not be heid for the 
profit of the city or any organisation, but 
should be open, so that all parties interested 
in food supply might have à free voice. 

This system, the committee says, is suc- 
cessfully carried out in European cities.

Federal Jobs Held Up Until 
After Convention Now Be- 
ing Given Out Fast. 


MANY PLUMS IN THE SOUTH 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 4—[Special.}— 
Every day is pay day now for the Taft steam 
roller boys. 

All the handy men who steered, stoked 
oiled, and watered the machine that oblit- 
erated the Progressives from the Chicago 
national Republican convention, and even 
some of those who just came for the ride,” 
are stepping up and carrying off juicy slices 
of federal patronage ple. 

The distribution of offices now in progress 
is declared by old timers to be the most vig- 
orous shaking of the plum tree witnessed in 
recent political history. 

Ever since congress got down to business 
again after the conventions the White House 
has been sending in almost dally batches of 
appointments to places big and little under 
the admihistration. 

Hungeds of nominations have been con- 
firmed by the senate, working overtime in 
executive session, and hundreds moreremain 
to be passed upon. 


Taking Care of Politicians. 

Wherever politics is involved at all in the 
selections the offices are being given to the 
politicians or to the friends of the politicians 
who were active in controlling state delega- 
tions for Taft, in overturning primary in- 
structions for Roosevelt. in unseating Roose- 
velt delegates state conventions, in fram- 
ing up the tactics employed by the national 
committee to everthrow Roosevelt délega- 
tions, and in steam rolling the renomination 
of the president in the convention. 

Furthermore, in the majority of instances 
the appointments have been held up since 
long before the convention. Vacancies of 
long standing are being filled in favor of the 
bosees who delivered the goods as per con- 
tract at the recent Chicagoconvention. Fed- 
eral officeholders whore terms expired 
months ago and who worked for Taft are 
being reappointed. Those who falled to de- 
liver to the Taft organization are encounter- 
ing difficulties in obtaining reappointments, 
and scores are booked for removal from of- 
fice. 

According to charges made by the Roose- 
velt men, the reappointments of many office- 
holders, particularly in the south, were held 
up till after the convention for the purpose 
of impressing the state bosses with the ne- 
cessity of delivering their delegations ane 
holding: them in line to the finish for Taft 


Lavish Rewards in South. 

The distribution of patronage to the south- 
ern Republicans since the convention has 
been particularly lavish. 

A typical illustration of the rewards being 
parcelled out for effective steam roller work 
is afforded by the appointment of Beverly W. 
Coiner as district attorney of the western 
district of Washington. Coiner is chairman 
of the Reublican state committee of Wash- 
ington and is the man who directed the cap- 
ture of the state convention from the Roose- 
velt men and the delivery of a Taft delega- 
tion in the face of an overwhelming primary 
majority for the former president.

South Carolina Not on List. 
South Carolina, so far, is the only state 
concerning which no official notification of 
participation in the convention has been re- 
ceived. A man proclaiming himself as a 
citizen of that state called at headquarttrs 


during the day and asked how he might be- 


come a delegate. 

He was told it probably was too late to ar- 
range for a regular representation for the 
State, and South Carolina is not expected to 
have a voice in the convention.

Negro Issue Up Today. 

Tt will be left to the rules committee to 
formulate a rule in regard to the attitude of 
the Progressive party toward the colored 
people of the country. There is no question 
that the party will welcome the hearty sup- 
port and codperation of all men without 
reference to race or color. 

No discrimination against the negro is to 
be tolerated. Some of the colored delegates 
from the south are highly incensed because 
of the attitude of the provisiona! national 
eommittee with reference to their admis- 
sion to the convention. With respect to them 
a compromise was proposed that they should 
be seated, but would not have the right to 
vote. This was under coneideraticn last 


night with reference to tre contests from 


Florida and Alabama, and will be decided. 
along with the Mississippi contest. at.the 
meeting of the national*committee at 9 
o'clock this morning. 

But these are only individua) questions. 
The big thing the convention will have to 
@etermine will be the attitude of the party 
toward the south in its effort to draw away 
from the Republican and Democratic parties 
and join the new mevement. 


Conditions Big Question. 

Tt is apparent the white men of the south 
Will not bave anything to do with the Pro- 
gressive party if it is to observe the same 
bolſey toward the negro as the Republican 
party. Some of the delegates to the conver- 
tion frankly say they will be forced to re- 
turn to the Democratic party under such con- 
Mitions. Those who know the south claim 
the negro cannot go far save under the dircee- 
tion of whites, not necessarily bécause he 
lacks the intelligence, but because cf the 
situation. 

Tt is expected the rules committee win 
f0lve the problem by adopting the principle 
that the Progressive party will recognize the 
right ‘of each state to settle its internal ques- 
tions in the way it sees fit. 

The rules committee also wil! jake up the. 
question of giving the right to vote tu dele- 
gations of the District of Columbia and the 
territories of Hawaii and Alaska. The na- 
tional committee has accorded these delega- 
tions the privilege of sitting in the conven- 
tion. The cal! issued for the new party failed 


to provide for representation by the terri- ) 


tories. It will be for the rules committee to 
determine whether the District. Hawaii and 
Alaska shall be entitled to vote. They can- 
not cast electoral votes for president and 
vice president, but their citizens, who are 
Americans, feel they should not be debarred 
at least from participation in the selection 
of the man who is to govern them. 


COLONEL STARTS FOR CHICAGO. 

New York, Aug. 4.—The National Pro- 

gressive party must accept Theodore Roose- 
velt's political doctrines if he is to be its 
standard bearer. He said today as he start- 
ed for Chicago that he would insist upon 
making his “confession of faith to the 
Gelegates before the committee that is to 
draft the platform makes its final report, 
and that he would not accept the nomina- 
tien on a platform which did not meet with 
his approval.

Timothy Woodruff ‘Says New 
York Never Sent Such a Rep- 
resentative Delegation. 


The big influx of delegates and Roosevelt 
boosters from every section of the country 
yesterday formed the one surprise of the 
Progresetve national convention. At night 
it was seid at headquarters that every state 
would have its full quota of delegates to the 
convention, and many state headquatters 
showed several times their allotted number 
of representatives. 

State headquarters opened like magic at 
the various hotels during the day, and the 
Icbbies filled. with crowds of eager Pro- 
gressives, who talked of nothing but how 
“the folks at home were climbing into 
the Roogevelt band wagon. And the word 
that there will be even more delegates ar- 
riving on early morning trains today was 
passed out at many headquarters where teie- 
grams had been nnn from the belated 
ones. 

There will ie more than 1.500 delegates 
seated, if the state delegations have their 
way about it. So eager were men to come 
as delegates to the first nati onal conven- 
tion of the new party that many states 
brought three and four times their acered- 
ited number of delegates, with the hope of 
getting seats for all and allowing each man 
a fractional vote in the convention: 


Many Democrats in Attendance. 

One of the most encouraging features of 
the arrivais ig the large number of former 
Democrats who are enrolled as delegates. 
This is espectally true from the southern 
states. Practically every state south of 
the Mason and Dixon line has old time Dem- 
ocrats wearing the new party insignia. 

From New York alone there were 200 Roose- 
velt boosters on the ground last evening, and 
at the state headquarters it was said a final 
contingent would be in on the first trains 
today. The New Yorkers include old time 
leaders of both old parties. Among the 
former Democrats of the Empire state who 
have come under the Roosevelt banner and 
are members of the delegation are James 
J. Fitzgerald, former Democratic assem- 
blyman; Ernest Harvier, Francis J. Lan- 
try, Gen. Daniel E. Séckles. and J. A. Fran- 
colini. 

For the first time in the history of the 
state it sent two negroes to a national con- 
vention. F. R. Gleed, a New York broker. 
is a negro delegate and Edward A. Johnson 
is the alternate. 


Woodruff Tells of Delegates. 
Timothy Woodruff, chairman 
gation, said his associates comprised the 
most representative body of men ever sent 
by his state to a national convention of any 
party. It includes university professors, 
judges, lawyers. farmers, mé«rchants, and 
journalists. 

We have. he said, more delegates from 
New York State in this convention than have 
ever been m¢mbers of a Democratic or Re- 
publican national convention in the history 
of the country. While alternates rarely at- 
tend a national convention, we have with us 
a iarge proportion of all the alternates 
elected in the state. 

If what we hear from the west is any- 
where near true, there is no doubt about 
Col. Roostvelt's elegtion to the presidency, 
for 1 am thoroughly convinced the electoral 
vote of New York state in its entirety will 
pe cast for him.

PAID FOR POLITICAL WORK. 


As Secretary of War, President Called 
Negro Guilty; Asked Discharge. 


New York, Aug. 4.—The appointment by 
President Taft of Mingo Sanders, who was 
a sergeant of the colored infantry regiment 
discharged from the army for participaption 
in Brownsville riots, as a messenger led Col. 
Roosevelt to criticise the president sharply 
today. Sanders took the stump in the Ohio 
primary fight betweer Col. Roosevelt and 
President Taft. 

Sergeant Sanders,“ said the colonel, was 
the oldest and most respected noncommis- 
sioned officer in the companies which, on the 
recommendation of Secretary of War Teft, 
were discharged without honor in 1906. 


Taft Opinion of Outrage. 


Mr. Taft. as secretary of war in 1908, said: 


‘It goes without saying that if the guilty 
could be ascertained they should and would 
be punished, but the guilty cannot be ascer- 
tained, and the very impossibility of deter- 
mining who are the guilty ones makes the 
whole battalion useless to the government 
as an instrument for maintaining law and 
order. The only means of ridding the mill- 
tary service of a band of would be murder- 
ers of women and children and actual mur- 
derers of one man is the discharge of the 
entire battalion.’ 

In his report and recommendations Mr. 
Taft explicitly stated that the veteran non- 
commissioned officers in charge of the bat- 
talion were, of course, more responsible for 
what had occurred than the others, and:noth- 
ing has happened since to alter the position 
of Sanders except his use by Mr. Teft's cam- 
paign managers in Ohio.

It is a daring plan. Nothing like it before 
ever has been planned by a political party 
of the first magnitude in America.

The work before the new party is as 
revolutionary in America today as the work 
of Washington, Jefferson and Lincoln was 
revolutionary in their days. 

Washington and Jefferson smashed politi- 
cal and social casts; Lincoln limited the def 
nition of property to exclude men, and the 
new party now proposes to take the next for- 
ward step and give men, politically and soci- 
ally free, an industrial freedom that shall 
complete their emancipation. It is @ great 
undertaking, a daring enterprise that stirs 
the blood of men. 


Spirit of Adventure Calls. 


So the throng gathers, the spirit of adven- 
ture calls men from the uttermost parts of 
the land and makes the high brow and the 
low brow, the boss and the college professor, 
the crank and the banker brothers in a com- 
mon cause. It is not the uncertainty of the 
coming week's spisodes, it is hardly the gam- 
ing chance that comes from naming a vice 
presidential candidate that har called the 
thousands from their homes. 

That is the grand adventure that has set 
us all faring forth on the @ncharted sea. 
That enterprise has attracted Theodore 
Roosevel'—it makes lion ‘hunting seem tame 
and by comparison hunting big game tn the 
Nockles seeme a miid, innocuous pursuit. 
And the fine fun of fit is that the whole na- 
tion sets out with him upon his romahtic 
expedition. 

They sent down from Wisconsin a little 
firkin of salt; the La Follette men sent it to 
Charles McCarthy of the legislative refer- 
ence library of Wisconsin, who is here help- 
ing to make the platform scientific;. they 
sent it in derision and marked it radical 
salt to put on the tail of the bull moose.“ 
That was to make him easy to catch. But 
the radical salt will only ginger him up. 
The spirit of the occasion, the chivalric high 
romance of the time is best expressed by the 
Kansas rallroad man who sent this note to 
the Roosevelt headquarters in Emporia last 
week:

One of 
these candidates will be James . Willlame 
of Sterling and the other probably a Chi- 
cago man. 

There was renewed talk last night among 
the Illinols men that Charles E. Merriam 
should be one of the nominees, and it is 
understood the matter is largely up to him 
as to whether he shall go on the ticket 
Julius Kespoh’ df Quincy Is an active can- 
didate for one af the two nominations, and 
he may be nominated doday if Mr. Williams 
doesn't receiy enthe favorable consideration 
which his friends expect for him. 

The determination to nominate a full list 
of congressional candidates was gees ee 
ticularly good news to the secret aud“ 
which is sizing up the Progressive delibera- 
tions for the benefit of the old party lead- 
ers. It had been supposed in organization 
quarters that the new crowd in I!linois would 
proceed no further chan the nomination of a 
state ticket ) 


‘McKenzie May Join New Party. 

As the Illinois delegation in Washington 
now stands, the only possibility of a deser- 
tion of old party lines appears to be Con- 
gresman John C. McKenzie of Jo Daviess 
county. Men from hie district said, they 
had hoped Cotgressman McKenzie would 
support the Roosevelt ticket, im view of his 
past Progressive record. His first primary 
campaign was made as an avowed Insurgent 
Republican. 

If he joine the new party there will be no 
third candidate nominated, leaders from that 
district say. 

One of the developments of the day was 
the opening of the candidacy of J. H. Jayne 
of Monmouth ag a congrestiona) candidate in 
ihe Fourteenth or military tract district. 
Mr. Jayne had been on the original slate for 
nomination for secretary of state, but late 
on Saturday the arrangements were changed 
and the Warren county Progressives have 
now started him for congress against Charles 
J. Searle the Republlean nominee, and Clyde 
Tavener, Demacrat. 


Some Candidates Mentioned. 

In the La Balle district Judge W. H. Hine- 
baugh of Ottawa has been named by the 
Progressives to make a battle against Con- 
gressmap Fuller, one of the strongest of the 
old standpat crowd, and it 1e probable he 
will be nominated without opposition when 
the congressional convention is held.

By this resolution, which was offered ta. 
the convention by B. F. Harris, chairman of | 
the committee on resolutiona, and which is 
said to have originated in the caucus of 
the Sixth congressional district delegates of 
Cook county, the various sets of delegates 
are peactically made members of congres- 
sional, senatorial, county, and city com- 
mittees, with power to run the party’s af- 
faire in their respective communities. 


Text of Resolution. 

An effort by John L. Hamilton of Hoopes- 
ton, secretary of the convention, to corfer 
upon the state central committee the sole 
right to put local tickets in the fleld was 
hooted rather than voted down Mr. Ham- 
ton then withdrew his resolution in favor 
of that presented by the chairman of the 
resolutions committee. 

This latter resolution reads: 

Be it resolved, That the delegates to this 
convention from the several citles, coun- 
tles, congressional, and senatorial rdie- 
tricts are hereby given authority to meet 
in convention in their respective cities, 
counties, congressional, and senatorial 
districts, on Aug. 81, 1012, at euch places 
such delegates may designate, and place 
in nomination, if they shall see fit, such 
candidates as they may deem proper 
for their respective cities, counties, eena- 
torial, and congressional! district 


Localities to Act for Themselves. 

lL. M. Jones and Robert F. Kolb of the 
Sixth district claim the credit of framing 
the resolution. Mr. Jones admitted yester- 
day that the purpose of the move was to 
permit the various localities to act for them- 
sélves without dictation from the state com- 
mittee. 

None of the Chicago Progressive leaders 
could be induced to predict whether a Pro- 
gressive Cook county ticket would be nom!i- 
nated. One dominant figure in the new party, 
who refused to permit the use of his name 
at this time, said the course in Cook county 
would depend largely on developments. 


Seek to Stop “Padding.” 
Another eleventh hour precautionary move 
in the state convention was the approval of 
a resolution, offered by Secretary Hamilton, 
which Is intended to prevent old party leaders 
from padding the Progressive electoral ticket 
with phony names.

Miss Jane Addams Proposed for 
Chairman of Illinoisans. 


F. H. FUNK ALSO IN FIELD 


Rivalry Between Nominee for Govern- 


or and Suffragist Is Friendly. 


Either Frank H. Funk, the. Progressive 
nominee for governor, or Miss Jane Addams 
of Hull Hoagse will be the chairman of the 
lilinois+ delegation to the «Progressive na- 
tional convention. The honor ordinarily 
would’ go, tq the titular head of the party in 
the state, such as Senator Funk is now reo 
ognized tobe, but, because of Miss Addams’ 
prominence as a social worker and suffragist 
she is being urged for the place of honor on 
the delegation. | 

Charles E. Merriam, temporary chairman 
of the state convention and one of the [ili- 
nois district delegates, is credited with hav- 
ing proposed Miss Addams for chairman. 
She Is certain to have the support of Mra. H. 
M. Wilmarth, the other suffragist on the del- 
egation. The contest is friendly, with neither 
of the principals making an effort to win. 

The Illinolsans will caucus this morning 
shortly after the new state committee is 
organized. Mr. Merriam is sald to be slated 
for membership on the resolutions commit- 
tee, John L. Hamilton for the rules commit- 
tee. Frank d. Allen for credentials, and J. T. 
Williams for permanent organization. 

It was generally conceded yesterday that 
Medill McCormick would be elected chgir- 
man of the state central committee. He has 
been acting as presiding officer of the pro- 
visional’ body. His sélection is favored br 
Senator Funk and Dean Franklin, nominees 
for governor and Heutenant governer. 

Col. Chauncey F. Dewey, sergeant at arms 
of the national convention, will be elected 
national committeeman without opposition, 
it is asserted. 

The state committee is expected to an- 
nounce the presidential electors at large at 
its meeting, Dut probably will defer action on 
the congressmen at large, whom the com- 
mittee also are authorized to name. 
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REFORM IN RULES PLANNED 


Progressives Would Stop Schemes 
to Thwart Will of People. 


ANOTHER “FREE SPEECH,” 


Contested Delegates Not te Sit on 
Their Own Contests. 


Rules expected to serve as models for fu- 
ture conventions, in the new as well as the 
old parties, will be adopted, it is predicted, 
by the Progressive national convention. 

Usually the committee on rules has a per- 
functory task to perform. The custom in 
the Republican and Democratic conventions 
has been to ratify the moss covered formula 
of other years and adept the regulations of 
the house of representatives as a parllamen- 
tary guide. 

The committee that will frame the pro- 
cedure for the Progressive convertion is ex- 
pected to be second in importance only to 
the committee on resolutions. Two radical 
reforms are among those to be proposed. 


One of Rules Planned. 

The first may be copied after the rule 
adopted by the Lilinois state convention on 
Saturday in respect to prohibiting any con- 
tested delegate from sitting on his own con- 
test. As approved by the IMinolsans the rule 
reads: , . LASS - 
In the event of contest regarding the 
right of any delegate or alternate to sit 


shall be filed with the seeretary and any- >» 
delegate or alternate whose seat has been 
contested in good’ faith shall stand aside 
and not be permitted to vote as a mem- 
ber of this convention until his creden- 
tials shall have been passed by the con- 
vention. 


Balk Machine Action.“ 

Had this rule deen in force in the recent 
Republican national convention, it is con- 
tended, the Taft machine would have been 
foiled in its successful attempt to thwart 
the will of the legally elected majority. Pro- 
gressive leaders assert no convention in the 
future will tolerate the methods employed 
in the Chicago convention of a month and a 
half ago. 

Another suggestion will be in conformity 
with the plank adopted at the suggestion of 
WHliam J. Bryan in the Democratic na- 
tional convention at Baltimore, whereby the 
terms of national committeeman automati- 
cally end with the election of their succes- 
sors. 


“Free Speech” Another Plan. 

A third rule to be proposed will prevent a 
single delegate from stopping debate by mov- 
ing the previous question. Under the rule 
adopted by the Illinois Progressive conven- 
tion the previous question may be moved 
only by a majority df the delegates from any 
county, and the demand must be seconded 
by two-or more counties. Ine national con- 
vention this could be made to apply to states 
advocates of the change declare. 

These matters may be brought to attention 
of the convention today when the temporary

“On the eve of the meeting of the fret 
Progressive national convention, I am pre- | 
pared to repeat the prophecy I made not long 
after the ed@journment of the so-called Re 
publican national convention. It ie that wu 
liam HM. Taft will mot have a single electoral 
vote in the electoral college next December.” 

This was the statement made by Genator 
Joseph M. Dizon last night at his personal 
headquarters at the Congress hotel. He hed 
been in consultation during the day . with. 
state delegations from two-thirds of the 
states of the union, meeting them by states. 
The senator discussed particulariy the 
status gf the state ticket fights, as made in 
connection with the campeign for the na- 
tional ticket. 


Sees Progressive Landslide. 

“At this critical time, I am prepared te 
say,” the senator continued, “that there will 
be a Progressive state ticket, in fact or ia 
name, in every state in the union. The com- 
bination of forces thus accomplished means. 
a Progressive landslide. All our early prog- 
nostications have been too weak. I am satie- 
fied now the nation has awakened and the 
progressive movement is in full swing is 
every section of the country. 

“The nominees of the national convention 
surely will be elected. In any event, it fae 
fight only between Roosevelt and Wilson. 
Taft has been eliminated and will be a poor 
third when the votes are counted.” 

From high sources it was learned the re- 
ports brought to Chicago by the early ar- 
rivals for the convention had been trane- 
mitted to Col. Roosevelt before his depar- 
ture from the east and that they dad been 
eminently satisfactory, as his comment was 
construed at the Chicage end of the long dis- 
tance wires.

Statement Declares Methods of 
Steam Roller Contradicted 
~ Themselves. 


— 


The provisional national committee of the 
National Progressive party last night issued 
a statement réviewing the contests settled by 
the Republican nationa) committee and com- 
menting on the Taft defense of his renom- 
mation. j | 

‘The statement is entitied “ A Stolen Nom- 
ination for the Presidency: The Facts of the 
„Chicago Republican Convention of 1912. 

Two editorials written by Theodore Roose- 
velit on the way in which the regulars ran 
the steam roller are reproduced and the Re- 
publican committee procedure is covered 
carefully. 

A. comprehensive presentation is made of 
the various contests in which the Progres- 
se committee declares fraudulent means 
were usec in the seating of Taft men. In 
several cases the contests are taken up in de- 
tail by cistricts and the local ecnditions de- 
ecribed. 

Newspaper end magazine comment is re- 
produced to bear out the contention of the 
provisional committee. 


Majority Had to Be Found.“ 

“The total number of delegates making 
up the convention was 1.078. says the state- 
ment. To nominate Mr. Taft required 540 
delegates. Mr. Taft did not have this number 
of votes in the convention. Of the honestly 
elected delegates Mr. Roosevelt had a de- 
cisive majority. 

Hon was Mr. Taft to be nominated? Not 
by a minority. that was clear. He had been 
unable to win a majority. That majority had 
to be found. 

“The national committee, bound to Mr. 
Taft by federal patronage and all the liga- 
ments and prepossessions of machine politics, 
proceeded to find it. 


Texas Undeniably for Roosevelt, 

The delegates elected from Texas were 
undeniably the regular and lawful dele- 
gates. But they were for Roosevelt. To 
have recognized their credentials from the 
Republican state convention of Texas would 
have been tantamount to conceding Roose- 
velt’s nomination. It was not to be thought 
of. Without a qualm the national committee 
violated all its own precedents and seated 
Taft delegates elected by a bolting minority 
from the state convention, in ac mitted viola- 
tion of the Terrell election law of the state 
of Texas. 

“In Indiana the Taft delegates were only 
elected by padding the state convention roll 
with 124 contested seats and then permitting 
the latter to vote in favor of the retention 
of their seats.“ 


Arguments Are Contradictory. 

The statement touches on the Ohio case 
where Roosevelt carried the state by an over- 
whelming majority over Taft-and continues: 

We ask the question, does Mr. Taft think 
the state convention of Ohio, which gave him 
eix ‘delegates at large, represented the Re- 
' publicanism of Ohio? If it did not, should 
not his delegates at arge from that state 
have been unseated on the considerations 
advanced in his interest in the Texas case? 

But the national committee cared noth- 
ing for consistency. They were there only to 
seat Taft delegates and to exclude Roosevelt 
delegates. * 

“In Washington it was conceded that 
Roosevelt had carried every primary over- 
whelmingly. It was conceded that the Roos e- 
velt delegates were in a majority in the state 
convention. 

In this case, however, the national com- 
mittee decided, notwithstanding that the 
Taft convention represented oniy a minor- 
ity, that it wes regular, and that, notwith- 
standing the majority behind the Roosevelt 
delegates, their convention was irregular 
and they were merely bolters. 

“It is impossible for the national commit- 
tee to have been right in both the Texas 
and Washington cases, as the reason adopt- 
ed for one decision was rejected in the other. 


Steam Rolling Over California. 

“ But when the steam rolling majority of 
the national committee encountered a pri- 
mary in which Roosevelt delegates had been 
elected by a majority of 77,000, as in Call- 
fornia, they dug up as a pretext for unseat- 
ing the Roosevelt delegates from the 
Fourth California district a precedent from 
the nationa) convention of 1880, in conflict 
with the statute law of the state of Califor- 
nia, and established as a precedent at a time 
when the primary had not been introduced 
as a method ot electing delegates. 

A review is given of the Califernia case. 
and the committee concludes on this point 
thus: 9 

In the debate which took: place over the 
Fourth California district President Taft's 
procedure was defended by Senator Murray 
Crane and Senator Boles Penrose. : 

There Was present in a private conference 
room near the cqmmittee room during the 
debate, and while the vote was going on 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury R. 0. 
Bailey, as well as the president’s private 
secretary, Charles D. Hilles, and Secretary 
Nagel of the president's cabinet. — 

Result Ratified by Tatt. 

“ Reports of the progress of the discussion 
before the national committee were from 
time to time borne to this group of conferees 
in this side room and when the result was 
reached it was hailed by the persona! repre- 
sentatives of Mr. Taft with every manifesta- 
tion of satisfaction and approval. Thus was 
the fraudulent result wrought in his hehelf 
ratified and adopted by Mr. Taft.“ „ 

After describing the methods by which the 
Roosevelt delegates from Washington were 
deprived of their credentials, the statement 
shows how the Spokesman Review of Spo- 
kane, up to that time a Taft advocate, repu- 


diated the nominees of the Chicago con ven - 


tion and announced og ite editorial page, in 


ite issue of June 23, that henceforth it was.

THINK PRIVATE FEUD CAUSED

Police Assert Black Hand in Chicago 
Has Been Annibilated by Enemies 
Since Marino Case. 


The police believe either the Black Hand 
or some Italian feud caused another shooting 
early yesterday at “ Death Corner, Oak and 
Milton streets. The victim, Joe Cina, 836 
Townsend street, is thought to be dying at 
Alexian Brothers’ hospital. The man who 
shot him escaped. 

Cina was shot twice—in the back of the 
head and in the breast. 

He was consclaus for some time after the 
police arrived, but either could not or would, 
not give any information regarding bis ass all- 
ant other than that he was a man of me- 
dium height and had a black mustache. 

The police are inclined to believe Cina was 
not a victim of the Black Hand. They say 
the Black Hand ring of Chicago has been 
annihilated by Italian Black Hand déstroy- 
ers, or about to be annihilated. At any 
rate the police have not heard of any Black 
Hand letters since the Marino boy’s kid- 
napers were caught. 

The attempted murder of Cina, they believe. 
was the result of a private feud. Detectives 
working on the cage found out Cina had been 
shot at and wounded three years ago in New 
York. They believe the man who tried to 
kill him at that time trailed him to Chicago.

Labor Exploited by Demagogues. 

“At the other end of the scale was la bor.

Mr. McGaffey apologizes for his long stay 
in this country, explaining that he was cast 
here and, made the best of it, in spite of 
finding it in summer a three months hu- 
mid gehenna, in winter a four or five monthe’ 
siege of blizzards, sleet, piercing „ 
and bitter discomfort.” 


Cursed with Quack Reformers. 

“The United States is cursed with quack 
reformers, quack doctors, quack divines, and 
quack politicians. All are full of sound 
and fury, signifying nothing. Each is build- 
ing industriously from the top down instead 
of from the bottom up. It will never become 
a really great country until the people get 
the money microbe out of their blood and the 
average American is possessed of a mind 
whose ideal is character, not coin. It means 
many years’ vigilance and effort, and must 
begin in the home.”

OSTEND, Ade. 4.—A. sensational and ro- 
mantic adventure of the 23 year old Baroness 
Charlotte Van Coehoorn, a member of one 
of the most aristocraticg families of The 
Hague, has just become known here. The 
baroness recently arrived at e fashionable 
hotel with Henry Besimer, 24 years old, @ 
coachman. 

The following day two men appearedat the 
hotel and demanded that the management 
deliver the girl to them, saying she was in- 
sane and had escaped from watchful rela- 
tives. The hotel manager declined to be a 
party to the pian. The men then offered him 
2,000 france, but he still refused. 

A few days ago the two men attempted to 
bundle the girl into an automobile, but she 
was rescued by the hotel employés. 

The girl admitted she was the daughter 
of the Baron Van Coehoorn, who recently 
died. She said she had loved Besimer since 
their childhood. Besimer had been in the 
employ of her fether. 

A later and more determined attempt to 
take the baroness from the hotel succeeded, 
for she has disappeared and is believed, to 
have been taken to Holand.

Danish government and to be at all thnee 
open to the public.. 

J ant gratified to be identified with this 
act in my capacity as honorary president of 
the association. I recognize in it a concrete 
expression of the cordial relations’ which 
have always existed between the Danish and 
American people and which are today based 
more firmly than ever on friendship, under- 
standing and mutual esteem. 

“On this happy occasion I desire you to 
convey to his majesty and to the Danish 
people my sincere wishes for his happiness 
and welfare and the continued prosperity 
of the Danish nation. 


Thanks Taft for Message.

It le our hope that the sentiments which 
prompted us will help in the future in fur- 
ther cementing the good relations between 
the citizens of Denmark aud the United 
States, and that this Danish-American park 
will become a meeting place for Americans, 
native or foreign bérn, sojourning in Europe. 
and that on every Fourth of July the stare 
and stripes will wave alongside the Dan- 
ish flag on the hills of Rebild, symbolizing 
the friendship of the nations.“ 

The deed was inclosed in a leather case 
bearing the Danish and American flags. 
The formal inauguration of the park at 
Rebdild hills will take place tomorrow. 

After the formal ceremony the king enter- 
tained the committee at luncheon. Count 
von Moltke, the Danish minister to the 
United States, sat at the king’s right, and 
Dr. Henius at his left. The Danish premier 
gat at the queen's right, And the American 
minister at her left. Their majesties con- 
versed with their guests after the luncheon 
for more than an hour.

Battle Creek, Mich., Aug. 4.—[Special.}— 
Hillery. Beachey, an aviator, is in a serious 
condition. at Nichols hospital as the result 
of injuries received in an accident this aft- 
ernoon. He is suffering from à broken shqul- 
der bone, fractures of his legs and arms, and 
a long deep gash in his forehead. He may 
recover. 

The aviator was hurt by a collision with 
a fence and chicken coop while trying to 


Beachey came to Battle Creek under the 
auspices of the chamber of commerce, and 
was to have made flights yesterday as well 
as today, but owing to a bad motor he was 
unable to make the first flight. 


Premonition of Trouble. 

Just before going up this afternoon he said 
the weather was bad for flying, concluding 
his statement by saying: 

“No matter how good the weather you 
never know just how long you are going to 
be a whole man when you get up in a thing 
like this,“ and he pointed to his aircraft. 

Shortly after making this statement his 
assistants started the machine and he took 
his position in the seat. The airship left 
the ground easily and the aviator circled 
about the east side of the grandstand, which 
was packed with people. 

He.had been in the air only a few minutes 
when persons below, and especially his me- 
chanics, noticed that his engine was not 
working properly, as it missed fire occasion- 
ally. He continued to fly, however, and 
after making one circle about half a mile 
in diameter, started on the second. 


Crashes Into Chicken Coop. 

Half way around his motor #topped and 
he headed the machine for the ground. The 
machine alighted gracefully and sped rapidly 
along the ground in the direction of a high 
wire fence and a group of barns. A few 
seconds later the people heard a loud crash 
and Beachey was buried under a heap of 
kindling wood that was once a chicken 
coop, and the wreckage of his machine.

‘When we have some good navigable 
waters and can put the navy at the useful 
job of distributing seeds, then we may 
build a dreadnaught or two. Until then 
we'll let our shirt sleeve diplomacy carry 
we through and trust to luck that some na- 
thom doesn't get the shirt. 


The police, in the first place, themselves 
should set an example of the strictest respect 
for the law, which binds them es much as 
the private citizen. This important fact is 
sometimes forgotten by officers. The po- 
Moeman ought not to act simply because he 
eas the physical power to overcome. He 
ought not to feel that his authority is merely 
oe even primarily from the force of his baton’ 
ee his revolver. His authority is, above all, 
a moral authority, issuing from an impal- 
pable but definite source, the law, which is 
the expressed will of the commanity. It is 
jis business not only to engere it but to 
abe it 
But besides the strict recognition of the 
legal richte of every individual, however 
obscure or however troublesome or fanat- 
feal, there is also the matter of tact in the 
handling of the public. Oommon sense, a 
sense of humor, and good nature are worth 
their weight in gold in the police service. 
It is hard to keep bold ef them when some 
loose tongued fanatic hes been shouting 
abuse from a street corner, but that is when 
they are most valuable to the policeman 
and the public he serves. 
We in America take the curbetone revo- 
lutionist too seriously, and thereby we make 
him @ more serious problem than he should 
be. In England they let him blow off his 
steam, and the system has worked better 
than any adopted elsewhere. Suppression 
and persecution are the Hte of propaganda. 
if we break a man’s head for saying the 
moon is green cheese we have made his folly 
a “cause,” and the more heads we break 
the greater the cause becomes. 
On the other hand, these propagandists 
will do well to understand that the rights of 
free speech and assembly are limited, even 
in America. They have no right to clog 
thoroughfares and overrun the right of the 
community to go about its own business 
without undue interruption and incon- 
venience. It is the duty of the police—the 
first and highest duty—to keep order, and 
in the strict performance of that duty they 
will be supported not only by the authori- 
ties but by the solid force of citizenship 
in the city. Rational propaganda is one 
thing, rioting and the obstruction of streets 
are another. Chicago will not tolerate sense- 
leas disorder and will support the police in 
the performance of their duty.

No pro- 
posed reform in government methods, if 
adopted, could give dangerously impulsive 
voters half so direct a means of changing | 
the fundamental character of the govern- 
ment as that which is at their hands now. 

Every two years in part and every four 
years completely the voters have offered 
them the opportunity of wholly changing 
their governmental methods and form of 
society. Every two years and every four 
years they are urged to accept the oppor 
tunity. The Socialist party offers them 
ite candidates and its principles, and if 
popular government is as full of dangers to 
individual righte as the tories would have 
the nation believe, the appropriation of prop 
erty for the benefit of the community would 
have been begun long ago. 

There is the simple, direct means of over 
riding the rights and will of the minority. 
A sufficient majority may run rough shod 
over the minority at any time. The method 
by which it may revolutionize government 
and throw the organic law of the nation on 
the scrap pile la a part of that organic lew. 

We are standing on the brink of ruin all 
the time if the chimera of tory minds is to 
be accepted ae a thing of substance.

The emperor, ever since 1880—that ie to 
day, for more than thirty yeare—made & 
point of ordering court mourning whenever 
he was officially notified of the decease of 
any of the western sovereigns, or of ¢ny 
member of their families. ) 

He placed the dignitaries of his housetwo ht 
and the great officers of the realm in mourn- 
ing for the deaths of the last two German 
emperors, King Humbert, King Edward, 
Queen Victoria, the empress of Austria, nd 
her only som, Crown Prince Rudolf. 


— 


When, however, some ten years or 0 ago 
hie mother passed away, and notice was of- 
ficially sent to the varioue Furopean mon- 
arches by the Japanese ambassadors and en- 
voys, who added “that her majesty had 
passed away after receiving the last sadra- 
ments of the Shinto faith,” no corresponding 
notice’ was taken thereof, the Huropfan 
courts assuming the ground that as long as 
the domestic arrangements of a sovereign 
were similar to those of the rulers ot Turkey, 
Morocco, Siam, of the late emperor of China, 
and the ex-shah of Persia, it was impossible 
to consider his family bereavements in the 
same fashion as those of Christian monarehs. 

While there is some reason in this conten- 
tion, since reigning families of the orient 
are apt to be extremely numerous, owing te 
the practice of polygamy, it was bitterly re- 
sented in Japan, and construed as an affront 
to the emperor and the nation. 3 

When the successful iseve of its war with 
Russia gave Japan a place among the great 
powers, and its alliance with Great Britain 
acquired an altogether new importance in 
1005, I expressed in these letters the opinion 
that England and the other courte of Eu- 
rope would find it not only impolitic but 
impossible to continue to slight the Japan- 
ese empire in the matter of court mourning, 
and this prediction, made seven years ago, 
nas now been made good by King George. 

It must be remembered that when King 
George orders court mourning the ¢ome- 
mand becomes statutory, There are not 
merely official regulations but laws of the 
land in England which render court mourn- 
ing obligatory, and provide for the severe 
punishment of any peer of the realm or dig- 
nitary of the cfown who fails te obey this 
behest. 

These laws were enacted several centuries 
ago. 

The only eonon on which they were 
voked in recent times.was when the late 
Earl Darniey, the most ecoeritric and wrong- 
headed of peers, at the time of the death of

Thus, although the president of the United 
States will neither don mourning for the 
late mikado nor issue any orders regarding 
the matter, not only the American embassy 
at Tokio but also the United States envoys 
at courts which are ordering mourning for 
the ruler of Japan will be compelled to 
put themselves, their wives, and even their 
servamye in black.

SHOWS A LONG MESSAGE. 


Walls of Audience Chamber of 
Infernal Regions Made of 
Mammoth Rubies. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 4.—[Special.j— 
John Armstrong Chaloner, famous partly as 
the author of Wo's loony nw? dia- 
closed to a Washington newspaper corre- 
spondent today a message he says he has 
received from the other world. The mes- 
sage, he asserts, comes from Thomas Jeffer- 
son Miller, a former confederate officer and 
member of the Manhattan club of New York 
City. 

Chaloner, who was born Chaniler” and 
changed his name because of the alleged 
plot against him by his brother, Sheriff Bob 
Chanler of New York, and other relatives, 
summoned the newspaper correspondents 
across to the Virginia side of the Potomac, 
because he “did not dare come north of 
the Old Dominion line.“ 

He was adjudged insane in New York 
state, escaped from Bloomingdale asylum. 
and then was declared sane by the Virginia 
courts. He is afraid if he leaves Virginia 
he will be nabbed. 


Gets Descriptin of Satan. 

After informing the reporters that he did 
not believe in spiritualism, but had been told 
by the late Porf. William James that he 
was a medium, the former husband of Ame- 
lia Rives, the novelist, said he had sum- 
moned his art of “graphic automatism” and 
had got in touch with the spirit of Thomas 
Jefferson Miller, with whom he had been 
friendly when Miller was of this world. 

According to the message Miller admitted 
he had been bad enough on éarth to merit 
more punishment than he had received, but 
considered his relief was probably due to the 
fact that he had had “hie share of hell on 
earth, being a New Yorker with social stand- 
ing and no money” 

The message described Satan as of medium 
height, with the face of Napoleon Bonaparte 
at the apex of his power, and the habiliments 
of Michael Angelo’s statue, The Thinker.’’ 
His satanic majesty was seated on a throne 
in the center of an immense audience cham- 
ber.

“The walls of this audience chamber,” 
says the message, “ are of rubies the size of 
ordinary building blocks and of the luster and 
fire of rubies known as pigeon blood. In 
place of mortar binding the bricks and 
making a white line, we here have diamonds 
as large us your umd nai) end of the purest 
water. 

“The floor of the hall fe of marble, that 
has the marvelous quality of being capable 
of taking om the color of whatever stands 
upon or es over it.

Block and Ald. Richert say sufficient capital 
will be found in Chicago. 

Others. while admitting thie may be true, 
argue that such a system must be financed 
by the city, because private capital wi cost 
twice as much in interest charges as public 
capital and because they are unwilling to 
see another traction interest enter Chicago. 

It is admitted that if the city is to find the 
Capital it wil be necessary to secure a con- 
stitutionel amendment from the legisbature, 
as the city’s present debt is near the consti- 
tutional limit. 


Favors Small System First. 

Ald. Capitain, while in favor of subways, 
does not belleve Chicago can now support 
as comprehensive a system as the adminis- 
tration is believed to favor. 

»The argument that Chicago can support 
a costly system from the start, because New 
York has been able to, will not hold water, 
he said. ‘“‘ Conditions in the two cities are 
vitally different. 
is only a fraction of that on Manhattan la- 
land. It is true vacant property has been 
dulit up at the terminals of the present New 
York subways. That is bound to happen. 
But what about the terrttory between down- 
town and the terminal? In New York that 


was already bullt up. There are many more 


people here to the square mile than in Chi- 
cago. I think we may do better to start in a 
small way.“ 

It was also pointed out that even if a sub- 
way system could be depended onto create 
solid areas of five and six story flat bulldings, 
as it has in New 
Chicago wants that kind of a city, as long 
as it has room to spread out and give people 
a “chance to breathe.’ , 


Form of Control Discussed. 

Another question much discussed by the 
aldermen is the form of control the city is to 
exercise over the proposed subway system. 
For Boston a transit commission, with power 
to condemn and hold real estate and to build 
subways, has been created. For New Yorka 
public service commission exercises these 
powers as well as contro! of the operating 
company, to which the tunnele are leased. 
Several of the aldermen are tentatively of 
the opinion that Chicago will need an act 
creating a commission simflar to that in New 
York ff it ie to exercise satisfactory contro! 
over the subways. 

Whether the sulyWways are dullt dy private 
capital or by the city, the members of the 
committee believe the contract should be 
such that efter a term of yeare the bonds 
will be retired and the city will own the 
tunnels and secure a revenue from them. 

“ We shall have to go ahead with private 
capital if we cannot obtain more borrowing 
power. Aid. Block eald. I think it likely 
that if we make a contract with « private 
company for the construction and operation 
of the subway system, we shall haev it com- 
pleted more quickly than any other way. 
The contract can specify that part of the 
receipts shall pay operating expenses, part 
interest on the bonds, and part go into a 
sinking fund to retire the bonds and give the 
city ultimate ownership.” 


Some Engineering Difficulties. 

New York experts warned the aldermen 
that the engineering difficulties in Chicago 
are peculiar, although they believe theses 
can be solved. R T. Munger, eupertatendent 
of the Hudson tubes, said: 

“ Chicago soi} is like a piece of lemon pie— 
rubbish is the meringue, mud is the lemon 
part, and a thin sheet of hardpan is the 
crust. The crust isn't heavy enough to 
hold up a big building. You have to go down 
100 feet to something thicker. You will have 
to work below water level, and you will bave 
a grand time with your tunnel walls, te say 
nothing of the buildings you wil] have to 
support. It may cost more than 
through the solid rock of New York.”

US SYSTEM HURT. 
Turmoil and Its Preventives to 
Be Discussed at Boston Con- 
vention Next Week. 


Boston, Mass., Aug. 4~[Special Te abol- 
ish noise is one ot the objects aimed at Br 
the ninth international congress of otologists, 
Which wil] convene here next week, and Dr. 
Clarence J. Blake of Marlboro street, who 
ts especially interested in this subject, is an- 
ticipating much from the discussions which 
the subject of turmoli is certain to produce. 

On Wednesday evening, Aug. 14, Dr. Blake 
will address the convention on the deleterious 
effects of noise upon the human ear. ; 

Noise,“ said Dr. Blake today, is barbar- 
ous. If we pretend to a higher civilisation 
something must be done to prevent it. The 
question is one of economics, because the 
presence of unnecessary noise is as much the 
indication of a waste of energy as the heat- 
ing of a bearing in a machine.” 


Cites Victims of Noises. 

Taking up the human side of the problem 
Dr. Blake cited locksmiths, blacksmiths, me- 
chanics, iron turners, boller makers, en- 
gineers, and stokers, as well as persons 
working in machine shops, as diminishing in 
hearing power and furthermore as haunted 
by persistent subjective noises, which in- 
creases in intensity through excessive irri- 
tation of the auditory nerves. 

“The multitudinous noises of the street,” 
said Dr. Blake, with their disharmoni- 
ous and metallic overtones, together with 
the subjection of the ear to such prolonged 
shrill tones as are incident to railway and 
factory whistles, are also productive of aural 
defects, altfough in a lesser degree than 
where impairment of hearing is the direct 
consequences of occupational exposure.“ 

Protect General Nervous System. 

Tha, muffling of motor boats,” the doctor 
continued, “is no more necessary than the 
muffling of the sharp tone of a riveter in the 
construction of modern high buildings. The 
general nervous system is worthy of protec- 
tion as the organ of hearing itself. The 
effect of loud noise upon the vital force of a 
susceptible person., though not so easily de- 
termined, may often be more serious.” 

It is expected the coming congress will be 
att by’ 500° specialists in diseases of the 
ear, college professors, and scientists from 
all parts of the worid, 

The movement for the suppression of noise 
originated in Italy. It had its inception in 
protests against the axcessive whistling of 
locomotives, and yelling of street peddlers, 
spread to a fight against all harmful noises, 
and grew to international scope.

“MAURICE MAETERLINCK,” by Edward 
Thomas, is a brief sketch of the life of one of 
the most prominent of literary men of today, 
with critical comments on his writings of twen- 
ty years, which will be appreciated by those 
who are seriously interested in the develop- 
ment of the drama. The author first gives an 
idea of the dramatist’e early works in poetry, 
which were lost in artificial symbolism. Of 
the plays following these poems he says that 
for six or seven years the characteristic scenes 
dominating them represent with a numbed 
and melancholy intensity the littleness of men, 
lost, ignorant, and powerless amidst the forces 
of nature and their own kin.“ He writes sym- 
pathetically, in a scholarly tone, yet not too 
scholarly to be understood by the ordinary 
reader. Of Maeterlinck’s later plays he says: 
“And throughout these plays men and women 
are poor creatures born on this earth and liv- 
ing out a great torture upon it which Maeter- 
linck turns Into delicate music of gray and pur- 
ple.” Then he discusses the essays which show 
Maeterlinck as a philosopher... “He appeared 
as a follower of Emerson and the mystics whose 
chief business was to proclaim the mystery of 
life, the greatness of little things, the beauty 
of all common things except common standards 
or none at all in the conduct and criticism of 
life.”

Corn Recipes. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 


HERE has just come to hand, for review, 

“The New England Cook Book,” by 

Helen S. Wright (Duffield), “A com- 

plete collection of recipes, some modern 

and some direct legacies from Puritan 
ancestors.” 

This is not a scientific cook book. We would 
not expect that recipes rescued after many 
years from among the charming treasures 
of an old attic, as the brief introduction tells 
us these were, would be, but some of these are 
new enough to be more precise than they are. 

The following recipes from the book are of 
current interest: ä 

CORN SOUP—Cut the corn off the cob and 
boil the cobs one-half hour in the water; then 
take them out, put in the corn, and boil it 
twenty minutes or one-half hour. If there is 
one quart of the corn and the water, add one 
pint of new milk, with salt, pepper, and one or 
two beaten eggs. Continue the boiling a few 
minutes, and thicken with a little flour. 
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CORN OYSTERS—Grate young, sweet corn 
into a dish, and to a pint add one egg, well 
beaten, one small teacup of flour, one-half of a 
gill of cream, and one teaspoon of salt. Mix it 
well together. Fry exactly like oysters, drop- 
ping it into the fat by spoonfuls about the size 
of an oyster.

SUCCOTASH—Cut off the corn from the 
cobs and, one and a half hours before dinner, 
put the cobs, with a few shelled beans, into 
cold water to boil. After one hour take out 
the bobs, put in the corn, and boil it one-half 
) should be no more water than will

vou take it wp, add a small piece of butter. 
This is much better than to boil the corn on 
the cob and then cut it off. It is a good way, 
when a family is tired of fresh meat in hot 
weather, to boil a piece of pork in another pot 
until the grosgest fat has boiled out, and then 
put it with the sutcotash for the‘remainder of 
the time.

The Rainbow of Peace.

HEN studying character in the human 
face, few give any importance to the 
eyebrows. To my thinking, they are an 
important feature of the face. , 

The arched eyebrow is the rainbow 
of peace. When contracted, it is the strung 
bow of strife. Anger first shows itself in the 
contraction of the brows, then in the color ef 
the face. Nothing is so devastating to health 
and beauty as anger. 

A person with a kind disposition will always 
wear a smooth brow, free from lines or wrinkles. 

The beauty of the eyebrows consists in having 
them moderately thick, especially in the center, 
directly over the pupil of the eye; the outer ex- 
tremely tapering to a point with soft, silken, 
regular hairs of a color a Shade or two darker 
than the hair of the head. They should always 
be separated on the bridge of the nose, and 
with their edges clearly defined against the 
skin. 


When the eyebrows join above the nose, it 16 


an indication of a sensuous nature. Such brows 
are not pleasant to look at, as it gives one the 
appearance of perpetual frowning. This defect, 
however, can be overcome by pulling out the 
hairs over the nose with tweezers. 

The brows should first be bathed with hot 
water, dried with a piece of soft linen, and 
then rubbed with a little cold cream before the 
tweezers are used. In pulling out each superfiu- 
ous hair care should be taken to pull the hairs 
in the direction in which they grow. Bathe the 
cleared space with a little witchhazel im medi- 
ately afterward. 

Some barbers shave the eyebrows. That is 
dangerous for the feminine face, for when the 
brows grow in again they are inclined to grow 
coarse. 

A little brush should be used to cleanse the 
brows from dust and powder. When the brows 
are scant and delicate a little oll of cajuput may 
ve gently rubbed into the skin every other night. 
\lways, when wiping them, the rubbing should 
se in the direction in which the hair grows 
from the nose outward, never in the opposite 
direction. 


The eyelids should neither be widely opened 
nor half closed. The former habit gives a half 
scared expression damaging to the repose of 
beauty; the latter, a sleep appearance equally 
far from the ideal of art. 

The eyelids are the most sensitive portion of 
the face. They tell the tale of disease and dis- 
sipation, sleepless nights and bodily fatigue, 
worry and sadness, before any indication ap- 
pears in any other part of the face. They are 
veritable betrayers of condition. Dissipation 
and overfeeding will puff the eyelids and thicken 
them permanently. 

Then there are the wrinkled lids that come 
from reading at night by artificial light. When 
you notice a person with many wrinkles on the 
eyelids you may be sure that he reads himself 
to sleep. 

Every person should use a mild eye wash with 
an eye cup twice a day. Dust will gather in 
the eyes, form into lines which deepen into 
the soft skin and produce wrinkles. A soft 
sponge dipped in a solution of boric acid and 
water should be applied over and under the eyes 
after every walk or motor ride. This will pre- 
vent many of the annoyances which cause em- 
barrassment to people who desire to look their 
best. 

Remember: The cleaner the lamp, the clearer 
the light, either — = physical.

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‘RISK MEN FIGHT 
EXPENSE LIMITS 


Hoth Casualty and Fire Com- 
panies Opposed to the Pro- 
posed Legislation. 


FEAR STATE INSURANCE. 


Some Underwriters Believe Stat- 
utes Are Needed to Guard 
Private Owners. 


There is much speculation among casualty 
insurance men as to whether or not the in- 
surance commissioners will recommend laws 
passed in the various states putting an ex- 
° pense Amit on this class of companies. There 
has been considerable said regarding a simi- 
lar law respecting fire insurance companies, 
but at the last insurance commissioners con- 
vention Silas B. Barton, head of the mur 
ance department of Nebraska, came out 
strongly against a fire insurance companies 
expense limitation law. 

He took the stand that such a measure 
would drive the smal! companies out of busi- 
ness and would give the bigger companies a 
monopoly. This he considered would be dan- 
gerous as it would throw fire insurance into 
the hands of a few large companies. He be- 
Heves the same end could be accomplished 
by prohibiting all forms of discrimination in 
fire insurance by a more exact and ecientific 
distribution of the fire tax. 


oe 


The question of expense limitation among 
the casualty companies was brought up by 
W. H. Hotchkiss, when he was insurance 
Superintendent of New York. Many of the 
underwriters favor the enactment of a stat- 
ute limiting the expense of the business, ex- 
clusive of state taxes, fees and the cost of 
inspections. A model bill was prepared and 
carefully looked over by casualty under- 
writers It came before the Workmen's Com- 
pensation Service and Information Bureau 
and failed of approval by one vote. That is, 
there was one objecting member and the eub- 
ject was dropped. 

‘The Aetna Life Ineurance Company, which 
writes a large liability business, was the com- 
pany that objected, and eince the vote was 
taken it has withdrawn from the Bureau. It 
is generally predicted that the proposed law 
will come before the next New York Legis- 
lature. The Aetna Life has taken a strorg 
position against expense limitation and has 
appealed to the agents and brokers of the 
country to protest against it. 

> 

Many of the casualty underwriters are be- 
ginning to believe that unless such a statute 
is enactéd state insurance eventually wil! 
follow. It seems certain the companies them- 
felves will not voluntarily get the expense 
ratio down to a point which will be accept- 
able to the public. However, in Ilinéis, when 
the companies reduced compensation to 
agents and brokers 7% per cent, the rates on 
workmen's compensation insurance were re- 
duced that amount, thus showing that the 
companies are playing fair with the public. 

The argument in favor of expense limita- 
tion is, that the public will decline to pay the 
broker or agent the large compensation for 
simply taking the order while the salaried 
* managers of the company render moat of the 
gervice. With the compensation paid brokers 
and agents, it is argued that premium pay- 
ers will be induced to organize mutuals and 
stock compenies without middlemen. Such 
companies will cut in fast on the business of 
the regular companies, 

— 

The increase in liability insurance rates 
due to the passage of workmen’s compensa- 
tion laws, naturally has caused an increase 
in the compensation to the brokers and 
agents where they are paid on a percentage 
basis. Take a concrete example that a cas- 
ualty underwriter used the other day: A 
certain risk in Massachusetts originally was 
written carrying a liability premium of 630. 
The agent received a 27% per cent commis- 
sion, amounting to $8.25. When the work- 
men's compensation endorsement was at- 
tached, the premium advanced to $240. The 
agent's commission was 7% per cent and he 
received. $18, yet he rendered no more service 
and there was no more work required. White 
the percentage of his commission was greatly 
reduced, yet the amount he received in ac- 
tual money was more than doubled. What- 
ever is done, the casualty companies feel 
that in order to play fair with the public they 
must get their compensation to the producers 
éown to a normal basis. 8 

~o 

The state fire marshal’s department of IIli- 
nois is employing bloodhounds with good 
effect in running down firebugs. Some of 
the deputy fire marshals the other day in- 
vestigated an incendiary fire at Saidora, III., 
where a store was burned. A special deputy 
fire marshal has some bloodhounds and 
they were used in this case. The dogs trailed 
the suspect to his door and considerable 
corroborative evidence has been secured. It 
is Hkely bloodhounds will de used more 
extensively hereafter in the state fire mar- 
shal’s department after the success that has 
attended their work in cases already inves- 
tigated. 

—

far as life insurance conventions are con- 
cerned, as a number of companies will have 
agency meetings in the city. The first will 
be the $100,000 club of the Security Life of 
Chicago, which will be held Aug. 7-9. Part ot 
the time will be devoted to business sessions 
and the rest to entertainment.

There 
will be meetings during the three days and 
there will be considerable entertainment 
sandwiched in.

Amstin. A banquet has been arranged for 
the evening of Aug. 16.

Tender’s Garden Transforms 
Cinder Patch at Peck Court. 


HOMESICK FOR COUNTRY. 


Chris Politis’ Flowers Triumph Over 
I. C. Smoke and Steam. 


Chrie Politis came to Chicago Ax years 
ago and got a job with the IUineis Central 
as switch tender at the foot of Peck court. 
Born and reared in the country, the emoke, 
noise, and dirt of the railroad yards soon 
made him long for the green things of the 
country. 

Having ea fairly good position here, Politis 
did not wish to go back. Hence, as he could 
not get to the country, he brought the 
country to him. In a network of tracks in 
the raflroad yards he has made « verttable 
oasis near his switching shanty. 

Within two feet of passing trains Polttis has 
made a garden of flowers and vegetables. 
All are thriving despite the smoke and other 


| imevitable dirt in such places Here is what 


he grows: Three vegetables, sweet corn. 
radishes, and lettuce plant; flowerm poppies, 
cosmos, sinnia, calendula, portulaca, pansies, 
and a small rose bush. All the flowers are 
now blossoming. 


Replaces Cinders with Flowers. 

Politis, who lives at 445 Rush street, said 
yesterday thet he has made the garden “ be- 
tween signaling trains.” 

There was nothing but cinders all around 
this shanty,” he continued. “For years 
after taking this job I have been homesick 
for the sight of green things. Until this 
year it never occurred to me I could trans- 
form this switching yard—at least this part 
of it—tnto a garden, 

“dt was hard work at first. I had to dig 
the cinders out and fill in with earth. This 
I carried in buckets from the lake shore 
Every morning when I came to work I 
brought a bucket with me, as I could not 
leave the yards during the day. 

Having got the earth broken up and 
leveled off, I gathered boarde euffictent to 
form à protection around the garden from 
the red coals that fall from the passing 
engines. Then I bought seeds. This year I 
grow mostly flowers, for they make the place 
seem brighter, as was my intention. Now 
they are all in bloom and it cheers me and 
stops my yearning for the real country. 

Steam Blast Ruins Garden. 

“I have had wonderful success with them 
all. Only once did I have any Ul luck. That 
won't happen again. Shortly after the plants 
were beginning to grow above the ground, 
one of the large engines passing blew steam 
all over the whole garden. Many of the 
young sprouts were blighted. 

“TI called the engineer over afterwards and 
made him apologize. He promised to refrain 
from opening the exhaust valve when pase- 
ing my garden. Now all of the engineers 
know my garden and when they pass, yell 
to me for a flower. I won't give them any, 
for the blossoms must not be picked. I want 
them there to look at.” 

At one end of his garden Politis has stuck 
poles in the ground which are now covered 
with morning glories. He says that next 
year he will enlarge the beds and grow more 
vegetables.
